SACRED RUNNING OXEN. 


They Are the Greatest Cariosities Among 


Ceylon's Domesticated Animals, 


Ono of the greatest curiosities among 


the domesticated animate of Ceylon ijs 
a breed of cattle known to the zoologists 
as the "sacred running oxen.'" They 
are the cVwarfs of tho -whole ox famply, 
the largest specimens o.f the species uey- 
er exceeding 30 inches, or 2^ feet in 
height. One sent to the'Marqois of Can- 
terbury ij) (ho year 1801,'and which if 
still living and believed to be some- 
where near 10 years of age, is omly 22 
inches high mid weights but:.1.09^ 
pounds. In Ceylon they are used foi 
making quick trips across tho conntrj 
with express matter and. .other light 
loads, and it is said thnt.foar of item 
can pall a driver of a two wheeled car) 
and a 200 pound load of miscellaneous' 
matter GO to 70 miles a day. They koej 
np a constant swinging tiofc or run and 
hnvo been known to truvol 100 miles in 
a day and night without either feed 01 
water. No one knows nnytliing concern- 
ing tile origiu of this peculiar breed ol 
miniattirecattla They have been known 
on the.-island of Ceylon anil in;;athta- 
Baddhistio countries for more than n 
thousand years. One story told to ac- 
count for tlieir origin is to tho «ffect 
thajttthey were originally cattle of the 
.Crafnary height and bulk; that a Bud- 
dhistic'priest wns once imprisoned in a 
stone building, one-half of which was 
used for a cattle stable. During the 
night, ho managed to dislodge ono of the 
stones in his prison wall. The stone in 
question was exactly 2^ foet square. 


It was almost clnylight when this 


apostle of Buddha felt tho air rush 
through the opening ho had made and 
realized that he was nil but free. He 
know that ho would bo unable to get 
out of the enemy's country on foot, so 
he prayed that he might be provided 
with a beast of burden that would safely 
cany him to;the homes of the followers 
of Buddha." No sooner had he done this 
than ouo of the largo oxen which'Tiad 
been quietly feeding in a stall at his side 
walked leisurely to the 30 inch square 
opening 
and 
miraculously 
passed 


through it. 


The priest followed and mounted the 


now sacredly dwarfed beast and was 
soon safe in his own country. 
Since 


that time, -so the story goes, there has 
been a breed of ."sacred running oxen" 
in Ceylon, which never grow too tall to 
pass through an opening tho size of 
that made in tho prison wall' by Bud- 
dha's representative on tho night when 
lie miraculously escaped on tho back of 
the first of t.ho famous dwarfed oxen.— 
St. Louis Eepublio. 


Recollections of Bismarck's Wartime. 
In tho columns of The Kreuzzeitnng 


Herr Audrac, a well known Conservative 
politiciaia and friend of Prince Bis- 
marck, gives some interesting recollec- 
tions of Iho period of the war of 1870. 
Ho says: "Bismarck road on tho 9th oi 
July tho ;speech delivered by the Duke 
of GraniJiioat on the Oth. He was. at 
dinner and handed the newspaper to his 
wii'e, with the words: 'The Duke of 
Graiuruout must havo soon got tired of 
bis office. I shall, of course, have to ask 
for his resignation.'. Later in the even- 
ing, while walking in tho park at 
Yarziii and thinking of the matter, the 
idea suddenly came to him, 'Napoleon 
wants war, and Grammont's speech was 
dictated by him.' 


"He went to his room,his first thought 


being to telegraph to the king, at Ems, 
as follows, 'It would bo best to mobilize 
at once, declare war and attack before 
Prance is prepared.' His nerves were 
strung to tho highest tension, and he 
passed a sleepless night. Lying awake, 
thinking, there crossed his mind the 
text, 'Blessed aro tho peacemakers, for 
they shall be called tho children of God.' 
'So that won't do," he said to himself. 
Then all the political consequences of 
his contemplated action became clear to 
him, and he ended by casting the first 
message asido and telegraphing to King 
William simply not to pledge himself to 
anything with Benedetti, who, if he be- 
came pressing, v/as to be told, 'My miiir 
is tor of foreign affairs is at Varzin,' " 
—London News.

IENATOR JOKES ON THE SITUATION, 


Senator John F. Joaes is strongly of 


lie opinion that there will be a dis- 
inetive Silver party in the campaign 
wxt year, and that it will win. The 
vganization of that party will prob- 
ibly be effected on a national scale at 
,be Chicago conference, which is to be 
jeld about the Christmas holidays. 
Che executive committee appointed at 
,he Memphis convention is now pre- 
paring a call for the Chicago confer- 
ence. 


George P. Keener, secretary of the 


California branch of the American Bi- 
nbtallie League, has had several con- 
'erences with Senator Jones in San 
L-Vanciaco, and the Senator expressed 
limself as follows on tbe outcome of 


I be elections: 


"1 think that the elections just held 


jav« demonstrated beyond the possi- 
bility of any doubt whatever that the 
ssne in the campaign of 1896 will be 
[latly between the champions of geld 
tnd silver; that finance, and not tariff, 
Is to be tbe only question, and that it 
san no longer be settled within party 
lices. 


"The gold and silver men knifed 


each other in these elections, regardless 
of party. It is an object lesson to sil- 
rer men all over the nation. If the 
battle between the metals be not forced 
aow on a straight issue and along un- 
mistakable lines, the gold brokers of 
London and New York will dominate 
Lhe Government of the country for the 
next four years also, whichever of tbe 
two parties wine. 


" The best thing for the silver men to 


3o is to get together at Chicago and 
ratline a plan of organization for a 
jompletely separate and independent 
party. The people have been pretty 
well educated, and they know quite 
well what free and unlimited coinage 
of silver means to their business inter- 
ests. In my opinion ;i distinctively sil- 
ver party could win." 


During the summer just ended sev- 


eral tests were made by voting and 
otherwise of the relative strength of 
the silver and gold men in tbe West 
,in(l South, and whoa the direct issue 
was presented the majority was invari- 
kbly for silver. In the recent elections 
the choice was simply between Repub- 
lican and Democratic gold men. In 
Kentucky and some of the other States 
the administration influence was on tbe 
side of the Republicans, and they won. 
la Mississippi, wheie the Democrats 
declared for free coinage and against 
Cleveland's financial policy, they were 
victorious. In Nebraska the silver vote 
waa divided between tbe Populists and 
tbe silver Democrats, and many who 
favored free coinage did not vote at 
all. 


With a clear and emphatic silver 


platform, and an avowed free coinage 
candidate for President, one upon whom 
silver men of- all parties could unite 
there would be no reasonable doubt ol 
success in 1896. Of course, there are 
men who would object to any platform 
that is not weighted with issues, for the 
purpose of creating dissensions among 
those who consider the financial ques- 
tion the paramount issue, but fortu- 
nately they are not numerous, and they 
would hare a small following in a Pres- 
idential campaign in which tbe issue 
waa sharply defined between the silvei 
and gold men.

TO PROSECUTE SOLDIERS. 


At the time of the strike a year ago 


last July Charles Stewart, a visitor in 
Sacramento and in no way connected 
with the strike, was shot down in the 
streets of that city by United States 
soldiera 
Now Alva Udell, a lawyer, 


is securing out warrants for the arrest 
of the soldiers. He states that early 
last September he addressed a letter to 
the District Attorney of Sacramento 
county which that official has not yet 
answered. In that letter he stated the 
proposition that the regulars had no 
authority, and that in killing Stewart 
they acted merely as civilians taking 
the law into their own hands. Ho 
wanted the District Attorney to take 
snob action as wonld cause the arras 
of those engaged in the crime, and as 
the District Attorney did not do any 
thing he would attend to it himself 
The persons whom be will charge with 
murder are Captain B. K. Roberta o 
the Fifth United States Artillery and 
sub-officers and privates John Smith 
Charles Mo'rrison, Gustave Kline, Wil 
Ham Hjelmberg and others whos 
names he does not know. 


Udell, who is a Los Angeles attorney 


will not say who he is acting for. He 
claims that tbe soldiers were not per 
forming their duty at the time of the 
killing and that no man, not oven the 
President, has constitutional power to 
use the regular army or the naval 
forces for the purposes in which they 
were engaged at Sacramento, but the 
Constitution gives to Congress the au- 
thority to call out the militia to exe- 
cute the laws of tbe country. 


If Udell succeeds in getting warrants 


for the arrest of the soldiers and they 
are brought to trial, it may be shown 
by the Courts where the rights of citi- 
zens end'in controversies between rail- 
road companies and their employes.

of October, 1895 


To the Honorable Hoard of School Tms- 


ees—GENTLEMEN:—I herewith respect- 
ully submit my report -for the school 
month ending November 1,1895: 


ATTENDANCE. 


The increase ia school population as 


shown by the last school census, has 
not manifested itself thus far ia the at- 
:endance this year. The enrollment 
'or the past month was 563. as against, 
568 for October, 1894. An increase of 
,wenty or more at the Training School, 
some increase in the Parochial School, 
and the attendance of many pupils 
about" six years of age at the Kinder- 
garten may explain the situation in 
part ut lea«t. 


At the beginning of the present 


school year in conformity with the 
advice and consent of your honorable 
>ody, the course of study in tho Reno 
3igh School was made to include, in 
addition to other 
features, all the 


work outline^ for the Academic or 
Preparatory Department of the Univer- 
sity. Pupils, now ha* o a choice of two 
courses iu the High School, in one of 
which two years of Latin is a require- 
ment, and in the other, two years in 
Trench. 


English History, Latin and French 


are comparatively new studies in our 
High School, having been introduced 
n the last three years. The improved 
equipment for pupils 
entering the 


ligh School has 'enabled us to give 
pupils the benefit of instruction in 
,hesB culture branches without mater- 
ally affecting the branches that for 
years constituted the Nevada High 
School curriculum. Wo are on the eve 
of a new departure for the 
High 


Schools of Nevada, and with the right 
cind of encouragement from the Uni- 
versity, they can in a very few years, 
be made as efficient as the high schools 
of older aud moi e populous States.

lion. Thomas Wren's Suggestions Re- 


garding It. 


EUBEKA Nov. 8,1895. 


EDITOR SENTINEL: All good citizens 


will agree that any voter who commits 
any of the offenses, made punishable by 
imprisonment in the State's prison by 
this Act should forever after be de- 
prived of the right to vote. This is the 
result that section 17 of the law is in- 
ended to accomplish It provides that 
any person convicted of any of the 
offenses under the law punishable with 
mprisonment^in.^thp State's prison 
should* be excluded from the right to 
vote. 


Every citizen who has been at all ob- 


servant must be aware of the fact that 
-here are a good many voters iln the 
State that ought to be deprived of the 
right to*vote. There is no punishment 
probably that the average man dreads 
so much as to be deprived of any of his 
civil rights, especially the right to vote. 
Convict a few corrupt voters in each 
county of the State at the next election 
and it will be easy thereafter to enforce 
;he law. Heretofore convictions for 
iolations of the election laws were dif- 
ficult for the reason that confederates 
n its violation could not be compelled 
to testify against each other. 
Section 


29 of the act removes this difficulty. It 
provides that confederates in the vio- 
ation of sections 10, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 
25, 27 or 28 of the law can be compelled 
to testify against each other, and a 
confederate'testifying against his co- 
confederate is not liable to prosecution 
or punishment for the offense in regard 
to which he testifies. 


As has been suggested by some of 


;he newspapers, clubs should be formed 
n all of the important precincts of the 
State, embracing1 men of all parties for 
;he purpose of aiding to enforce the 
aw. The moral effect of the formation 
of clubs for that purpose would tend 
;o prevent violations of the law. Very 
few candidates would i un the risk of 
'orfeiting an office to which they might 
be elected if they knew there was an 
organization pledged to aid in enforc- 
ing the law watching them. Very few 
voters would take the, chance of being 
deprived of their right to vote, besides, 
being punished by imprisonment in the 
State's prison, if 4hey<-knew such or- 
ganizations existed. 


Let our people "wake up" to the fact 


that we now have an extraordinary law 
upon our statute book for their benefit 
and there will bo but little trouble to 
enforce it. In Washoe, Humboldt and 
Elko counties it would be a labor of 
love to enforce it against some parties 
who have been prominent in practices 
forbidden by the law heretofore. Make 


commencement early upon some of 


these parties if they continue these ob- 
jectionable practices. 
The first pri- 


mary elections—the first conventions— 
will be a good time to commence.

THE REGENT DIAMOND. 


The One Precious Stone That Comes Near 


esf to Being Flawless. 


The Regent diamond, while snrpossec 


in size by the Great Mognl and se^ eia 
other \\ell known stones, is really the 
flueat of all, being nearly faultless in 
form and pnnty and the most bnlliau 
diamond m the world today. 


Its French history dates back to 1717 


In that year it was purchased from its 
English owuei, foi the SVench regalia 
by the Dnke of Orleans, then regent o: 
France, whence its present name I 
had previously been known by a name 
almost as famous 


In 1717 French finances weie iu a 


desperate strait. The people were starv 
ing, the treasury was nearly exhausted, 
credit even was lost, yet under the per 
suasions of the Scotch financier La^v nnc 
the French Dnke of St. Simon tho >-e 
gent of France, hesitating where o-\ery 
monarch of Europe had refused, finally 
agreed to the puce of $075,000. 


Greatly to the relief of the dnke, 1m 


act appealed to the pride of the Frencl

The Samoyedes, his 01 
companions, put on their winter cloth 
ing, the fishing boats set sail for Arch 
angel, the ground froze, the sun lost its 
warmth and heavy snows fell. Winter 
had come in earnest. 


On the day when the snn showed it 


self for the last timo all hands wen 
out 6t dQors to bid it farewell. It re 
maiued in sight for half an hour only. 


For a few 'days longer there was 


morning twilight. Then this faded and 
gave place to black night. The stars 
shone the whole 24 hours. The huts o 
the colony were buried under the snow 
of which thick whirlwinds filled the 
air. Tho wind shook the huts to their 
foundations. Sometimes for days to- 
gether the inmates of the different huts 
could hold no communication with eacl 
other, though the hntsjwere side by side 


If any one went outT he was seized by 


tho wind and had to be dragged back b; 
moans of ropes. 


In this darkness and desolation th 


aurora borealis did much to entertain 
and cheer them. It lasted sometimes fo 
five days in succession, with splendors 
of color that Mr. Nossiloff tries in vain 
to describe. To enjoy the spectacle b 
used to remain for hours in a hole in 
the snow, sheltered from the wind. 


"I have never seen anything more 


terrible than a tempest during the polar 
night," says Mr. Nossiloff. "Man feel 
himself overwhelmed in immensity." 


When there came a lull in the storm 


the men ventured out to breathe th 
air and purge their lungs of the exhale 
tions of the smoking lamps fed witl 
seal oil. 


Twilight appeared again in the mid 


dlo of January, and on the 20th the snn 
rose above the horizon, while the mem 
bers of the little colony stood m liu 
facing it and fired a salute. No one hac 
died or been seriously ill, bnt all ha 
the look of corpses and were feeble as 
convalescents after a long sickness 
Health returned with the appearance o 
the snn.—Youth's Companion.
